problems. Extracts from his speech ir. Hansard, are as 
follows: 

“Notwithstanding the many difficulties, 1 see in the op¬ 
eration of this measure, I would not vote against it. At its 
worst, it cannot be worse than what we have today. I am 
hopeful that out of the many complicated phases of the 
Bill something practical and beneficial may be worked out. 

‘How this Bill will be received by the old time cattle^ 
men of the West, 1 am somewhat uncertain. About all 
tfiey have left is their initiative and sortie small part of 
their independence. The Bill in its operatioSj will take this 
away. They will become part of a standardized machine, 
and if they fail to synchronize they will bh ground up. 
They accept it out of necessity, but I shall beNsurprised if 
it will be in a kindly spirit. \ 

“I am unable to see in the operation of this B^l how the 
price will be increased to the producer, and price Is the vi¬ 
tal point in the situation. If he cannot get the cos( of pro¬ 
duction for his stuff, bankruptcy is inevitable. At the 
present there are two grades of beef, which is a system 
working out to the satisfaction of everyone except the 
producer. There should be at least two or three more 
grades, and a minimum price set in those grades under 
the marketing system. In no other way can I see that 
the producer can geb protection, and if the price to pro¬ 
ducer is not raised to a parity with the retail price, what 
good is the Act ? 

“The Government has been called on through nation¬ 
wide resolutions to establish a National Marketing Board 
for the purpose of raising prices. This Bill is the reply

“Revolt Beyond the Rockies.’’ In the article he records 
the outlook which lay back of those whisperings of se¬ 
cession from Canada, last spring.

ada. Our business was with San Francisco, our trade 
north and south. Deeply ingrained has been the idea that 
Jo practical politicians in Ottawa we were only fourteen 
seats in the Commons against the big blocs of Quebec and 
Ontario. In an economic sense we think we have paid 
dearly for our share In Confederation (ana we entered 
with grave doubts), even though it has been abundantly 
worthwhile. 

“Since times have become serious, British Columbians 
have began to view the economic structure of the nation 
and of their own province—matters overlooked in the fat 
years. . * 

“The British Columbian says: ‘It is natural perhaps, 
that the prairie should be hard up when they have only 
one crop and grain prices are low. But -we have almost 
everything within our own province. We /fiave lumber, 
minerals, fish, foodstuffs of every sort. Trading them for 
manufactured goods, and managing our own affairs, we 
should always be prosperous. But instead, we have to sell 
them in a cheap world market, against the competition of 
nations with low living standards. And when we buy man¬ 
ufactured goods, we must buy them behind tariff walls in 
the protected East, in Ontario and Quebec. We pay high 
prices. We get low ones. We are being strangled to fat¬ 
ten the East, and Confederation simply cannot be held 
together on that basis.’ 

“There is no room here for figures, but take one item. 
British Columbia buys automobiles from Ontario at prices 
far higher than it could buy them for at Seattle, across 
the border. The provincial government’s official calcula¬ 
tion is that we have paid at least twenty-five million dol¬ 
lars more, for the cars now ii) use on B.C. roads, than if, 
we had bought them in Seattle. This either helps On¬ 
tario or .the Dominion Customs receipts. Add to that the 
premium we have paid on clothes-, shoes, furniture, you 
will see we have paid a terrible toll, in order to belong to 
this Dominion. In return, we market very little -in the

THE BOILING POINT 


A new book by H. R. Knickerbocker of England is en¬ 
titled “Will war come to Europe,” and commands an in¬ 
terested reading public. With situations changing over¬ 
night,"and new developments in Europe occurring daily, 
the real value of any book on current political affairs is 
questionable. What was true three months ago, may be 
confounded today, and Europe appears to be anxious to 
commemorate the twentieth anniversary of the start of 
the Great War, with another greater and bigger war. The 
alliances and pacts between nations are quite as obscure 
to the average person, as they were in the times prior to 
1911. For what ulterior reasons and to what ends these 
pacts are being made, is still a closed book to the individ¬ 
ual who will be ordered to the slaughter, if it should de¬ 
velop. 

Mr. Knickerbocker, in his book which covers interviews 
with national’’ leaders throughout Europe, sees the possi¬ 
bility of war or peace, and the surety of^ neither. King 
Alexander says: “No war will start in the Balkans.” The 
late Chancellpr Dolfuss said: “The peace of Europe de¬ 
pends on the independence of Austria.” Barthou, the 
French Minister said: “A year ago l wrote that war could 
not possibly come in 1934. Today 1 could not express the 
same opinion.” Winston Churchill, in the Housoof Com¬ 
mons,-said: “I dread the day. It is not far distant. It is 
perhaps only a year, or eighteen months away.” 

Assembling these countless opinions and apprehensions, 
the writer is. convinced that a prospect for peace would 
show F.ngland agreeing to support France, France agree¬ 
ing to let Germany arm up to the point of equality and 
no farther: Germany agreeing to mind her own business. 
There would have to be abandonment of Japan's idea of 
fighting Russia. Japan would buy the Chinese Eastern 
Railway at a fair pricei, and Russia would recognize Man- 
chukuo. If these things happened, Mr. Knickerbocker 
thinks war could he postponed for a. generation. 

War, .however, will come and probably soon, if Eng¬ 
land delays her part with France too long, and the arma¬ 
ment race will go full ti'lt with everyone frying to beat 
Germany. Then France" will go Fascist, ami extreme na¬ 
tionalism will sweep Europe. And if Japan goJs To war

MODERN FRANKENSTEINS 


Everyone is familiar with the old tale of the young 
medical student, I rankenstein, who robbed graveyards to 
create the structure of a monster and gave it a form of 
life. Frantic and frustrated, the monstei committed the 
most revolting crimes and inflicted dreadful retribution 
upon its creator. Frankenstein was destroyed by the work 
of his own hands. 

Modern scientists appear to be in similar danger. They 
are creating horrors in the way of poison gases so rapidly 
and ingeniously that protective machinery cannot keep 
pace. The protective equipment with which they would 
seek to safeguard the welfare of their own people lags far 
behind, and becomes quite useless in a few weeks. It was 
stated by a Red Cross authority that no expert could now 
produce a gas mask that could be assured of effectiveness. 

This is the disturbing news from London, Englapd, and 
it is admitted by the war office that experts are appalled 
at the ghastliness of their own inventions. Horror piled 
upon horror and no- means of protection! Moreover, the 
protections of today are the useless discards of tomorrow. 
It is claimed as a result of an elaborate spy system that 
Britain is ahead of eYSry other country in these diaboli¬ 
cal inventions of “death chemists.” 

The British Red Cross manual, issued on approval of 
the British war office, giving instructions in first aid In 
chemical warfare, is “so hopelessly out of date, that a new 
volume is being prepared in a vain effort to keep the pub¬ 
lic posted on the latest atrocities in gas. 

At this distance, such news sounds like a world utterly 
mad, absorbed in creating monsters that will consume the 
prospective enemy, by most revolting methods. It would 
seem a sacred duty to prevent any more children being 
horn into such a world.

The man 
who is ordering the hats has not got 
the £20,000 to pay for them, he only 
has £10,000 balance; but he hds orders 
for selling £20,000 worth retail when 
he has‘obtained them wholesale. He 
goes to the bank and says, “Will you 
let mi have £| 0,000 extra credit over 
and above my £10,000 balance with 
you in order to buy these hats?” 
Meanwhile !, the hat maker, say to 
the bank, “Will you advance me an 
extra £10,000 so that 1 may produce 
these hats?" The bank says to each 
of us, “Yes, at six per cent.” -Thus 
the wheels of industry are set going, 
and this great mass of hats is produc¬ 
ed which otherwise wouid no.t have 
been produced. The cheques of the 
purchaser and the maker cancel out 
in the bank ledger, no real money 
has been lent, but the bank will obtain 
as tribute from us £1,200 a year until 
we have both repaid the “loans.” 

These over-simple examples of bank 
credit do not, of course, approach to 
I even a general view of its activities, 
but they suffice to explain its^nature 
and action. 

Xow with banks extending creditin 
order to foster production yo^ will 
get production on an indefinitely large 
scale.
